_ The  fallowing  sentiment  I expressed 
some  teri  yearn  since  and  thought  as'  the 
millennial  question  ts  coming  to  the  front, 
as  it  ought  frequently,  I therefore  request 
a republishing  as  it  may  edifv  some. 

Since  writing  the  first  article  on  this  sub- 
ject, I ha?e  read  in  a* daily  paper  an  attack 
on  Christianity  by  “Guida,”  a celebrated' 
licentioi^s,  but-  brilliantly  talented  writer, 
who  prq*ountre*  it  - a failure.  Very  well. 
Wise  and  learned  rtien,  equally  as  licentious 
and  taleiited  said  So  at  the  crucifixion  of 
our  Lord.  But  w hat  of  it.  did  it>  fail  ? Or 
has  it  failed  ? Do  pot  millions  of  men  and 
women  today  |say  -with  Pauline  earnest- 
ness, if  nb*  with  lits  strength,  “I  am  not 
qshamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  for  it  is 
the  powtfr  of  Qtxl  unto  salvation  to  every- 
one thai  believes."  And  do  not  these 
millions  make  the  uKyd  of  God,  in  some 
measure  ;the  r^le  of  their  actions,  and 
though  they  fall  short  of  their  great  stand- 
ard, our  Lord,  J th«  Christ,  yet  compared 
with  the  heathen  of  ancient  times  or  the 
savage  nations. of  today,  they  are  as  an- 
gels of  light,  to^veryone  who  will  look  at 
them  by  compdri^bnj  the  true  standard, 
when  we  vrould;  know  what  Christianity 
has  done.,  A failure  indeed  ! When  all  the 
glory  of  the  present  day  jof  civilization  and 
art  ami  science  is  due  to  the  elevating  in- 
fluence upo*i  the  intellect  as  well  as  heart 
of  man.  But  I;  do  act  propose  to  enter 
further  intq  that  argument,  but  throw  out 
this  gemliual  thought  as  I pass  along. 
The  purpose  o(  these  articles  is  to  speak  of 
the  coming  glor|  of  the  cross  and  its  future 
wonder-w'orking  influence  and  grand  pos- 
sibilities. as  maybe  iafcrrcd  from  the  wavs 
of  the  Lord  in  the  past,  and  the  “exceeding 
great  and  pjreciousprfliraises’’  with  reference 
to  the  future,  which  have  not  yet  been  ful- 
filled. 

In  my  earlier  itjinisujrial  life,  I was  led  to 
adopt  the  views. pf  Andrew  Fuller,  of  Eng- 
land, of  Hinton':'  and  Waller,  with  map}- 
others  of  Baptists  of  America  besides  Cum- 
mings of  the  Presbyterian  church,  London, 
and  Nathan  Lot?:!,  editor  of  a Theological 
Magazine  t)f  New  Hampshire,  all  of  whom 
agreed  on  the  nepr  approach  and  speech- 
advent  of  the  Lem  upon  earth  in  propria 
persona,  to  teigrp  a thousand  j-ears,  com- 
monly called  the  miUrnnium. ' Granting 
their  premises,  it  seemed  that  they  clearly 
proved  their  contusions.  But  the  end  did 
not  come.  The  vyorld  mcive*  and  Christi- 
anity, like  its  greafi- founder,  is  the  same 
today  as  it  was;  yesteniajr,  only  growing 
more  rapidly  and;  spreading  more  widely 
purifying  and  ovCTturpfegj'and  will  event- 
ually turn  tht  wqfld  of  mind  and  thought, 
of  men  and  naoralp,  upfidq  down,  as  it  al- 
ways does,.  yfhen  Christ,  through  his  spirit, 
makes  men  “willing  -in  jthe  day  of  his 
power.”  T^e^pawer -is  increasing.  The 
whirr  of  wheels^  the  plowing  of  the  great 
deep  with  tl*  mighty  Steajnship,  the  run- 
ning  to  and  fjo  ot  men  pi  commerce,  merely 
facilitate  tho  movements  and  spread  of 
Christianity,  i VVehayeno  new  revelation  • 
but  we  are  gaming  inspiration  of  the  same 
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spirit  which  jis  promised  to  be  with  iiis 
people  even  ko  the  end  of  the  wofld. 
(Christian  age.) 

The  living  witnesses  art  increasing  in 
numbers,  and  equally  as  earnest  in  attest- 
ing the  internal  consciousness  of  the  spirit 
working  in  th  -m  “to  will  and  to  do”  the 
will  of  God.  This  “internal  c.msciousness 
of  the  truth”  of  the  Bible,  is  the  support 
and  momentu  n of  the  Scriptures.  Where 
this  term  “internal  consciousness”  is  ex- 
pressed in  a more  common  and  compre- 
hensible phraa:,  it  means  personal  exjier- 
ience  of  grace  in  the  heart.  It  is  to  this, 
Paul  refers  asi  nn  objective  illustration,  in 
nearly  every  ol  apter  of  his  epistles.  It  is 
legislated  ngbinst,  however,  as  fur  as 
grave  lectured  can  legislate,  by  some  emi- 
nent divines  who  teach  a modesty  in  style, 
that  preclude*)  :he  propriety  of  alluding  to 
our  personal  i)>  jierienec  in  our  pulpit  exer- 
cises.. Paul's  experience,  not  of  Damascus 
pnlv,  "but  the  working  of  grace  through 
God  ^providenxs  -ill  through  his  life  forms 
a large  part  jof  his  Scriptures.  Read  his 
first  chapter  tol  Romans,  as  well  as  first 
chapter  to  Pliillipians,  as  well  as  in  one 
hundred  otherj  places,  and  see  how  much 
personal  experience  worked  in  him  and 
through  him,  tinder  inspiration  of  the 
spirit,  Not  thjs  rev  elating  inspiration,  but 
the  prompting,  impulsing  inspiration 
which  we  all  may  'have  and  I trust  do 
have.  "I 

But  more  of  that  later.  The  gospel  is 
overturning  arid  revolutionizing  in  a quiet 
and  to  the  careless  observer,  imperceptible  - 
way,  all  the  ti(nc,  and  scems;  to  lie  more 
active  and  externally  jxrceptiblc  of  late 
years,  than  at  fdrmer  times. 

For  instance;  the  time  of  universal  peace 
among  the  nations  seems  reasonably  prox- 
imate. Watch  the  growth  of  the  arbitra- 
tion spirit,  as  demonstrated  practically  by- 
England  and  thd  United  States,  soon  after 
the  late  ,var.  pee  the  giganljic  growth  of 
the  National  Pyqce  Commission,  of  which 
little  is  said  by  ;the  cosmopolitan  dailies, 
but  which  contains  in  - its  memliership, 
some  of  the  mokl  eminent  men  in  five  or 
more  of  the  first  nationalities  of  the  world. 

fn.  the  concision  of  the  pan-American 
Congress,  reccnkly  assembled  at  Washing- 
ton by  invitation  of  ourCongrcssand  Pres- 
ident to  the  various  American  Republics  of 
South  America  riO  of  our  country-,  to  take 
into  consideration  commercial  interests 
international  conventionalities,  they  con- 
cluded their  sessjion  of  several  months  by-  a 
treaty,  that  they  would  leave  all  vexed 
questions,  whiehlmight  threaten  a conflict 
of  arms  to  arbitration. 

This  means  thrit  the  18th  chapter  of 
Matthew  is  rapidly  becoming  the  rule  for 
nations  as  well  a*  individuals.  But  before 
we  go  further  otj  this  part  of  the  subject, 
we  must  turn  ljjaL'k  and  see  some  of  the 
hindering  paused  <bf  a more  rapid  approach 
to  thorough  refijijmation  in  churches  and 
States.  The  onl-j  must,  and  will  accom- 
pany the  other.  I
